Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Applicant's arguments, filed March 10, 2005, with respect to claims 1-13 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art does not teach or suggest the 
claimed limitations of quiescing of an SMP system and fencing a source-synchronous, 
pipelines, self-calibrating bus interface for the purposes of recalibrating said bus 
interface.
